“The Admiral proposes to concert with the chicfs of the other forcign 
nations such arrangements as may tend best to secure the safety of the 
settlement.

With regard to this notification the China Mail writes :— 

« The inference to be drawn from this notification and Colonel Neale’s 
letter is that, in case of satisfaction not being otherwise obtained, the 
‘Admiral will proceed to lay Yokulama in ashes, as well as other places 
jn the event of the Japanese proving obstinate. The present display of 
force in Japan is what is called in diplomatic language, ‘a strong demon- 
stration,” and it isto be hoped that the Admiral will see bis way clearly 
before laying any of the towns in ashes. Previous experience in China 
has amply proved to us that a visit to the capital is more effectual in fur- 
thering nicgotiations than are hostile operations at places of less importance ; 
and, although it is quite befitting that our demands should be made on the 
spot where the latest outrage was committed, it ought not to follow that 
the peaceful inhabitants of an unoffending place should be made 
to atone for the crime of one of the native nobility. To destroy 
Yokuhama would be neither humane nor politic, and we are con- 
yinced that the Admiral and Colonel Neale will afterwards make a move 
ina different direction. The bowbardment of the nobles’ quarters in 
Yedo might have brought the Gorogio to a unaninous and friendly 
view of the foreign question, but the nobles anticipated that move, and 
clesred out of Yedo altogether. ‘They should be followed to Miako, if 
“war is to be the mode of dealing with the Japanese; for the nobility are 
the rulers, and have nearly all the influence. Meantime, while the 
Tycoon, who has undoubtedly given the foreign question much attention, 
is'absent on a visit to the Mikado, it would be ill-advised to proceed to 
extremities ; while noting could be objected to any steps having for their 
object the capture of Prince Satsuma or the seizure of hs property.” 

Of course this uncertain state of a is in the highest de- 
gree uinfrieudly to trade, and we are tuld that the foreign com- 
munities at the friendly ports are busy concerting measures for 
their safety in the event of hostilities, and that at Yokubama 
the shipmasters had met and organised means of communica- 
tion with the shore by signals, so that the foreign residents 


might get speedy shelter on board ship in case of danger. 


























CHINA. 
PEKING. 

There is no news by this mail from the capital. 
‘{TEIN-TSIN. 

All is said to be perfectly quiet in the city and en- 
virons; but in the interior the country is in a disturbed 
state, which affects the trade at this port, as it prevents 
the inland traders from travelling with safety. So far, therefore, 
the season hasopened with unusual dulness, but it is hoped that it 
is only temporary, and that in a few wecks commerce will 
assume greater activity. Mr. Gibson, late acting Consul at 
Tien-tsin, who was wounded in an engagement with the ma- 
rauders from the Shantung province, is now progressing favour- 
ably towards convalescence. It is reported, with reference to 
these insurgents, that Captain Coney of the 67th, with his 
disciplined China force, had a second engagement with them, 
when they were driven across the frontier with considerable 
slaughter. 

: SHANGHAL 

Brigadier-General Brown had arrived to relieve Brigadier- 
General Staveley. Shortly after his arrival it transpired that 
he intended to reduce the garrison. H. M. 31st Regiment, 
and the wing of the 67th, were shortly to take their departure 
from the settlement, the former for England the latter for 
Hong Kong, where General Brown intends to remove the head- 
quarters of the British land forces in China. Major Govan’s 
Battery of Artillery was also to leave, and Captain Murray, 
R.A, remains in charge of the depot. The 5th Bombay N. L, I, 
proceed to India, aud 22nd Regiment of the same force relieves 
them. In that case the 2nd Beloochees under Colonel Hough 
will form the garrison of Shanghai. 

General Burgevine had returned from Peking, having com- 
pletely succeeded in the object of his visit. It is stated that, 
not only has he been reinstated by the Emperor in command 
of the Song-kiang force, but that a Commissioner has accom- 
panied him from Peking to enforce the measure on the local 
mandarins. This act of the Chinese Government must, of 
course, involve important changes in the command of the dis- 
ciplined Chinese and garrison of Song-kiang. 

Major Gordon has gained a decisive success over the rebels 
at Fooshan, and relieved the garrison of Chiang-zu, which ho 
found reduced to great straits for want of animal food and am- 
munition. Having joined his force to that of Major Tapp, 
which was already on the spot, he commenced operations on the 
6th April by opening fire from a 32-pounder and from four 12- 
pounder howitzers on a strong stockade erected by the rebels 
‘on the east bank of the creck Jeading to Chiang-zu, a little above 
Fooshan. Fooshan itself is ruined and deserted, but afforded 
excellent cover for the guns and troops during the bombardment. 
Tho fire of another 12-pounder howitzer was, at same time, 
directed against a second stockade on the west bank. After 
three hours’ bombardment, the storming party, under command 
of Captain Belcher, of the Ningpo battalion, was ordered to ad- 
vance to the assault, boats having previously been arranged 
to form a bridge over the creck which had checked/Major Tapp’s 
men on a previous occasion. The assault was suceessful, aud 
the stockade carried ; but the rebels, swollen in numbers by 
large reinforeements from the direction of Chiang-zu, showed 
so threatening an appearance in the open that Major Gordon 
deemed it advisable to collect his guns and men within the 
stockade and rest there for the night. ‘The following morning 
the enemy was found to have abandoned the country and re- 
treated on Soo-chow, so the disciplined Chinese, accompauied. 
bya considerable force of mandarin troops, made their way 
unmolested to the gates of Chiang-zu. The mandarins of that 
city received Major Gordon in great state, and showed much 
delight at having been relieved. They had been closely be- 
leagnred sinee a day or two after they had given in their alle- 
giance to the Imperialists, and had no animal food or provision 
of any other kind than rice left in the city. They 
were also out of ammunition, and were thus unable to use 
any offensive measures against their opponents. The failure of 
several successive endeavours to relieve them had caused them 
much anxicty, Chiang-zu itself is a considerable city, situated 
about nine miles inland from the right bank of the Yang-tse. 
It is built. on the slope of a hill, and commands a fine view of 
a well-cultivated tract of country. Major Gordon returned to 
Song-kiang almost immediately, leaving 300 men to garrison, 
temporarily, the east stockade. In the meantime, the British 
expeditionary force, which had been sent to patrol the country 
within the thirty-mile boundary, had been in active movement, 
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pomerias 
Kab-ding, Wycon-sin, Iu-dong, Co-lun-sin, Lu-di-jou, Lo-tien, 
Wong-ze-jow, Lu-ka-dong, and Le-ho were each visited. The 
only place where the rebels appeared in any force was at Le-ho, 
and hero they ventured to fire a few shots across the creek at 
‘our men. No one, however, was injured, and as Capt. Murray, 
B.A, the commandant of the expedition, had peremptory orders 
not to cross the boundary, and, moreover, had only a small 
portion of his men with him, he took no steps to punish 
them. Captain Murray returned to Shanghai on the 10th of 
April! 

Writing on the relief of Chiang-zu and the victory at Foo- 
shan, the North China Herald says :—“ The expedition led by 
Major Gordon was the fifth which has set out to endeavour to 
drive the rebels from the neighbourhood of Foo-shan, and raise 
the siege of Chiang-zu, during the last three months, for which 
the garrison of the latter city has bravely held out. Major 
Brennan made the first attempt in the beginaing of February, 
with five hundred men and a couple of 12-pounder howitzers, 
ut failed to effect a landing for want of boats, and returned to 
Shanghai. He set out again afew days later, towing tHese very 
necessary articles behind the steamer; landed, and after two 
days’ sharp fighting had again to retire. The mandarins next 
determined to try the efficiency of their own resources, atid 
accordingly sent five thousand flags, spears, and jingals to the 
scene of action, together with one mortar, borrowed, we believe, 
from Song-Kiang, the wholo in charge of the well-known Vin- 
centi, Ward’s favourite orderly, who was shot in the leg, and 
the expedition failed. Major Tapp conducted the fourth 
attempt, at the head of about nine hundred men of all arms 
and several pieces of artillery ; but this force was discovered, 
before it had been landed twenty-four hours, to be deficient in 
almost every requisite of an expedition—tents, ammunition, 
bridges, and commissariat stores for the officers. Men and 
officers had to sleep on the open ground ; the gun ammunition 
ran out before the rebels showed any inclination to vacate their 
stockades ; and when it was determined to try an assault no 
bridges were forthcoming to crossa creek some thirty feet wide, 
which lay in front of their position. Major Tapp had to retire, 
entrench himself, and send{to Song-Kiang for!more ammunition. 
In the meantime the command of the Song-Kiang force had 
devolved on Major Gordon, who, taking advantage of the recent 
proclamation, permitting British officers joining the Chinese 
service to go anywhere that may be necessary, without rogard 
to boundaries, determined: himself to proceed to the spot, with 
500 infantry, 200 artillery, four guns, and a supply of the 
the lacking munitions of war. A British expeditionary force, 
consisting of 300 men and two field guns, under the command 
of Captain Murray, R.A, set out at the same time to patrol 
the country within the upper portion of the thirty miles’ 
Boundary ; ‘and we are assured, by the uneasiness which their 
neighbourhood caused to the rebels, morally contributed to 
Major Gordon's victory. The rebels have beon routed; 
Chiang-zu relieved, after a three months’ siege, when reduced 
to the greatest straits for want of animal food and ammunition, 
and a large tract of well-cultivated country placedin the hands of 
the Imperialists. After this determined defence, under such very 
adverse circumstances, there is no room for fear as to the safety 
of the city, now that the wants of its defenders in these respects 
have been supplied. But from its vicinity to Soochow, the 
country will always be liable to inroads by the rebels ; and we 
fear that, unless it is held by the Imperialists in great force, the 
crops with which it is covered are more likely to find their way 
to the granaries of Chung-wang than to Chiang-zu. We pre- 
gunc it is hardly intended to leave the 300 disciplined Chinese 
to garrison the east stockade permanently ; but even mandarin 
troops ought to be capaple of holding this aud the other strong 
works, between Chiang-zu and the Yang-tse, from which the 
rebels have with so much difficulty been driven out. We trust 
that the cloud which for a few months obscured the fortunes of 
the Song-Kiang force has passed away ; that it will now resume 
its wonted activity, and that the victory at Fooshan and the 
relief of Chiang-zu will prove a prelude to a long train of 
further successes.” 

On the 3ist March and 1st April, the inhabitants of 
Shanghai and the surrounding country for at least one hundred 
miles, and the officers and crews of vessels in the estuary of 
the Yang-tso Kiang and off the coast from fifty to one hundred 
and fifty miles, observed during these two days and nights 
what is generally termed a “dust storm.” During the first day 
it passed over the settlement in clouds resembling a dens: 
amist, obscuring the sun as it would on a misty day ; while all 


night long the sky was overcast, without any stars being visible 

Although there was not much wind below, yet these clouds 
aloft moved at a rapid pace from N.W. to SE. All this time 
& fine dust fell more or less, of an ash-grey tint, and so light 
that it floated in the atmosphere like the minute 
aporules of the wing-seeded ferns, In this manner it searched 
into the crannies of the houses, settling down in quiet 
places, and clinging to the curtains and hangings. Outside in 
the streets it swept along, covering one’s clothes and hair, 
flying up the nostrils and causing the eyelids of many to smart 
and become inflamed. Next day the same phenomenon con- 
tinued even more remarkably than on the previous day. About 
half-past three in the afternoon one brownish cloud of dust was 
so dense that for a quarter of an hour the sun was obscured ag 
if it had set. Towards evening it cleared up, but the sun set 
hazily and with a pale sickly hue. Throughout the night it 
continued the same as before—dark, with the dust still falling, 
On,the following morning, April 2, the phenomonon had passed 
over and the weather assumed its ordinary aspect, with sun- 
shine. 

Miller’s hotel at Shanghai having been twice on fire during 
one fortnight, was destroyed by the second conflagration. No 
lives were lost. It is supposed that the fire was the work of 
an incendiary. 

Public attention fhad been turned to the policy adopted by 
Sir F. Bruce in withdrawing from the Consul the power he has ~ 
by treaty of examining into cases where a breach of treaty is 
alleged to have taken place, and of taking eviderice on the matter 
in his own court. It is now ruled, that confiscation shall be 
made by the Chinese authorities and adjudicated upon by them 
solely ; all that the Consul can claim being a copy of the grounds 
upon which the confiscation was made, and a précis of the 
evidence that was given in the case ; these to be furnished him 
when he thinks proper to apply for them to the Taoutae. 

The Titania, Hamburg barque, had just arrived at Woo-sung 
from Manila. It appears that an Italian took a passage in her 
for Shanghai; and during a gale of wind off Formosa on the 
4th April, the Italian taking advantage of the captain looking at 
his chart in the cabin some time during the night, rushed on 
him and inflicted several severe wounds with a knife. The 
captain rushed on deck immediately, pursued by the Italian, 
and losing sight of his victim, rushed furiously on the mate 
inflicting several severe wounds on him also, exclaiming at the 
time, “I will take the ship to Shanghai.” The crew then came 
up to the mate’s assistance, and he (the Italian) was knocked 
down by one of the men with a handspike and killed on the 
spot. The captain and mate are recovering from their wounds. 


HANEOW. 

Conflicting accounts of rebel marauders threatening the city 
have been received ; but whether they are Taipings or Shantung 
rebels has uot transpired. It is reported that they were within 
fifty miles of the place. Many of the Chinese merchants had 
taken alarm and were conveying their property on board junks, 
The foreign residents showed no disposition to treat the matter 
seriously, as similar threatenings have passed over without the 
appearance of au enemy within the thirty mile circuit. How- 
ever, the alarm appears to have unsettled business for the time. 

KIUEIANG. 

The British settlement is being rapidly improved by a 
“Sfunicipal Council,” and also by the erection of a Bund, or 
Praya, which will be not only a protection against flooding in 
the river, but a great facility in the landing and shipment of

‘NINGPO. 

Affairs are in a bad state, owing to the license allowed to the 
Franco-Chinese force, in looting and oppressing the people.

HONG KONG, 

The Custom-house question is discussed in the China Mail, 
which writes as follows :—“ ‘The conflict is one between English 
and Chinese law ; and the question is, shall an olfender against 
the revenue laws of China be fined, by confiscation, without any 
trial after the Euglish fashion? Sir F. Bruce, who is a deep 
and able diplomatist, says, in effect, for what reason we shall 
perhaps afterwards know, “‘Ihe offender (or alleged cffender), 
shall have his case decided upon by the Taoutai, without even, 
the presence of an English official ; the grounds of coufisoatioa 
given in evidence shall be at your service on demand.” —Chi+ 
nese law, whatever that may be, is to be the sole 
tribunal, henceforth, for determining tho ownership of 
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-many a goodly foreign cargo. The seizer is to be the judge, 
and is to be the reporter of the case, in writing, to the Consul, 
when that officer’s curiosity is moved to enquiry. This is not 
according to the treaty, nor is it according to the very genius 
of all past legislation for British subjects in China. The Earl 
of Clarendon says, in a despatch to the Superintendent of Trade, 
dated 24th June, 1853, “the territorial Sovereign (of China) 
has formally renounced in favour of the British Crown all civil 
and criminal jurisdiction over British subjects.” It is there- 
fore with serious alarm that we behold our representative at 
Peking ruling otherwise, and saying that confiscation of property 
by the Chinese Custom House is not to be interfered with any 
more, the Consul being allowed simple to peruse a report of the 
facts attending the seizure, as reported by the Taoutae, who is 
also the judge, and whose reports no English official has an 
opportunity of verifying. This is much as if a swindler not 
only tried his own case, but furnished his own report of the 
trial to the press. We wrote not long ago pointing out to 
statesmen at home that tho Foreign Inspectorate of Customs 
‘was, as then constituted, a rock a-head in international relations. 
And, though only a few weeks have elapsed since we pointed 
the finger at what we conceived to be a danger, matters 
have assumed an aspect worse than before. If things 
are to stand as they are, it would be well to know what 
eminent advantages our statesmen are deriving for the privileges 
they are giving away. It would be well to learn from Sir 
Frederick Bruce's able pen—assuming that he writes his own 
despatches—what he precisely means by steering the ship 
among rocks and breakers, Statesmen should not delay in 
taking measures to ascertain what the prospects of Chinese 
relations are, and why important treaty rights are being silently 
surrendered by those in charge of affairs in China, or by those 
at the head of the Government at home.” 

About five years ago (Mr. T. Sacharoff, member of the Russian 
College at Pcking, published a work entitled “The Rise and 
Fall of the Chinese Population,” which was subsequently trans- 
lated into the German language. Tho Rev. Mr. Lobschied has 
undertaken to translate{this work, and the first instalment of | 
his labours appears in the China Mail. 

The China Mail notes asa matter of prime significance that 
there had been no escapes from gaol during the fortnight.

* A correspondent writes with great indignation to the China

“ This community advances the principle that though the individuals 
composing it may have changed, and its nurabers may have been reduced, 
it is still a community ; that those of its members who have subscribed 
to works of public utility for its benefit, if they have, under the cireum- 
stances of the Fire Brigade Fund, any right to demand back their sub- 
scriptions, which may well be questioned,

THE PHILIPPINES, 
MANILA. 

Several heavy shocks of earthquake had been felt at Iloilo, 
and great danger has resulted from @ heavy gale. Fifty-two 
vessels, chiefly coasters, are reported lost, but most of tho crews 
were saved. The British ship Osprey was driven on shore near 
Zamboanga by the currents—crew and part of cargo saved. 
The American ship Annis Bowen was totally lost by the gale. 
A letter from Ilvilo, dated Gth April, says :—“ On Monday last 
we had a terrible vaguio ; it lasted only for two hours, but in 
that brief period it committed sad havoc. People estimate the |

‘The same writer says,—‘ We have latcly had to lament the 
loss of two most estimable men, Don Pedro Tajonera, the Port 
Captain, who was carried off suddenly, and Don Jose Torres y 
Busquer, the Alcalde of Camarines, after a lingering illuess, 
The latter gentleman formerly practised in Manila, and was 
respected by all classes as emphatically ‘the honourable 
Spanish lawyer.’ He would never reccive presents, nor take 
up a cause be did not know to be just. Iam sorry to say 
that his good and confiding nature was taken advantage of by 
some French and English adventurers, who pilfered him of all 
he possessed.” 


COCHIN CHINA. 

Tho Straits’ Times contains an interesting account of the 
ceremony observed on signing the Treaty of Peace between 
France and the Emperor of Cochin China, on the 16th of 
April :— 

The leading points of this treaty, the preliminaries of which 
were arranged a year ago, were as follows :— 

“ Yat. —The cession of the three provinces of Saigon, Dornai, and Mytho, 
to the French. 

“Qnd. — The payment of twenty-five millions of francs by the Annamites. 
towards defraying the expenses of the war. 

“Sed. —That the Cochin Chinese should not part with any portion of 
their territory to a foreiga Power, without the consent of the French 
Government,” 

From the narrative we have mentioned, written by an eyc- 
witness of the ceremonial, we extract the following :-— 

“ When within a few miles from Hué we were met by a large force of 
Annamite soldiers, commanded by mandarins of distinction, who per- 
formed the part of escort to the spacious quarters which had been pro- 
vided. Of coursefthe appearance of so large a body of Europeans for the 
first time at this place ciused the greatest curiosity on the part of the 
natives, and it was with the greatest difficulty that the Annamite escort 
could keep them from completely blocking the passage, so anxious ware 
they to regard our persons; at the same time there was not the slightest 
disposition to offend. although naturally carried away by their curiosity to 
behold sn strange a sight, we always found them inclined to be civil aud 
obliging. It had been arranged that the following day should be devoted. 
to a royal audience with the Emperor, for the purpose of affording the 
two Ministers the opportunity of stating officially the object of their visit, 
Accordingly at ten o'clock next day the expedition with its escort was 
conducted to the palace or citadel of the Einperor. Here the arrange- 
ments had been carried out with all the style and pomp of Eastern magni- 
ficence. The audience chamber was of immense size, and most cla- 
borately and richly decorated, at the further end of which, upon a slight 
throne, and surrounded by his chief mandarin, and all the royal princes, 
in full court costume, was Fro-Duk, the Emperor of Cochin China. He 
appears to be about thirty-five years of age, and of a most pleasant and 
amiable expression of countenance, Admiral Bonnard and Col. Palanca, 
with a mandarin of high grade, were placed facing the Emperor, but at 
some distance ; in their rear were members of the staff, &c., all of course 
in full dress. The Admiral and Col. Palanca each made a short address, 
to the effect that they were sent by their resp:ctive Governments for the 
purpose of ratifying and exchanging the treaty. ‘This was replied to by 
the Emperor, in the usual terms, that he was pleased to meet them, and 
trusted amicable relations would always exist between them, &c. These 
speeches were duly interpreted, and the conference ended. 

“ Upon leaving the citadel a large force of Annamite soldiers, about 
5,000, were drawn up to salute the Ministry. They were uniformed in 
@ most tawdry manner, and armed with lances and old flint lock muskets. 
Their appearance did not tend to remind one of a volunteer review. 
There was, however, ons very curious and interesting feature in the 
affair in the shape of a body of forty elephants. ‘These hugh monsters 
were richly and tastefuily decorate with gold and scarlet trimmings; 
their tusks were of immense size and gilded; they bore upon th 
some eight or ten men each, and obeyed the orders given by their drivers 
with that sa;acity peculiar to the animals, The Annamite soldiers could 

iinly take a Teson from them. On the following day a session of 
three or four hours was held at the citadel between the Ministers and the: 
five principal mandarins for the purpose of ratifying the treaty. ‘To do 
business with these people requires time and patience. However, at the 
end of three days, all parties came to an understanding, and the treaty 
received what is supposed to be the signature of Fro-Duk. All 
business being concluded, a day or two more was spent in visite 
ing the city, and regarding whatever was curious in this strange 
and hitherto unknown country. The city of Hué, or as it should 
be more correctly termed the fortress of thus, is insulated—the river 
bounds it on two sides, and canals, over which neat stone bridges are 
thrown, on the other two. It is about 5,000 feet or nearly one mile 
square, built entirely of granite, and constructed upon military principles. 
The work mounts from tO to 100 guns. It was planned and Luilt by 
Colonel Olivict, of the French Engineer Corps, who visited this country 
in 1786 with Pere Adran, uncer a promise from Leuis XVI. of aidand 
protection, which unfortunately was never carried out, owing to the 
revolution of '89, These works were evidently considered at the.

MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

The Singapore Free Press, after quoting the information 
given in the London and China Express of March 26th with 
regard to the new currency of Hong Kong, says :—“ It is to be 
regretted that the British Government should have determined 
to give this currency so completely a local character by placing 
the name of Hong Kong upon the coins. They have apparently 
overlooked the fact that in other British possessions the dollar 
is as current as in Hong Kong, and that there is in these 
places as great a necessity for a recognised decimal currency. 
Mauritius, with a trade of the annual value of between five 
and six millions sterling, and the Straits Settlement with a 
commerce valued at above fifteen millions sterling per 
annum, both use dollars and have to draw their supplies of 
the circulating medium from foreign sources. It would be 
much better if the Government gave a more general character 
to the proposed coinage and made it consist of a British silver 
dollar and subordinate parte is eil+ss and copper.

coinage. We trust this matter will be represented to the home 
Government, and that, unless the arrangements for the Hong 
Kong coinage are too far advanced to allow them to be altered, 
the coinage will be made of such a general description as to 
allow of its being used by all the colonies using the dollar 
currency and decimal system of accounting in their commercial 
transactions.” 3

The Ceylon Times gives the following reasons for the non- 
consumption of cotton in Ceylon “Thera ara raveral reasons 
why this cultivation has not taken place, There is no con- 
fidence felt in present high prices; there are but certain dis- 
tricts of Ceylon where the climate would prove suitable to 
cotton, though the soil might elsewhere produce it. There is 
the old difficulty of labour, and lastly, we can assure our Cor- 
respondent that what has been pleasantly termied ‘ encourage- 
ment on the most liberal terms’ on the part of our Government, 
exists only on official foolscap. Neither the Imperial nor local 
Government will depart one inch from the beaten track in the 
matter of cotton culture. It was at one time thought 
that Crown land could be had for this purpose 
on easier terms, but applicants have been told that no 
such concession can be made, and, in the opinion of “Red 
Tape,” the cost of land forms such a small item in the affair 
that capitalists need never consider it in their calculations. If 
cotton will pay, argues “ Downing-street,” it can afford to pay 
the full price for land. This is on the supposition that 
success is certain, and that only capitalists will undertake the 
culture of cotton; the truth being, that the gent wera 
most uncertain, and, therefore, a concession in price : 
and, secondly, that not capitalists but small caltivators would 
have gone into it, had the Government thought fit to “ afford 
encouragement on most liberal terms.” But who shall fathom 
the philosophio depths of the official mind ?

LAST NIGHT’S PARLIAMENT. 
SINGAPORE. 

Mr. Lyatt inquired of the Under-Secretary for the Colonies, whether 
the Government of Singapore would shortly be transferred from the 
Indian to the Colonial Department; and, in the event of such transfer, 
whether it would entail any charge on the Imperial Exchequer ?—Mr. C. 
Forrescus said, that a deputation of gentlemen connected with the 
Straits Settlement had an interview with the Duke of Newcastle, a few 
days ago, when they requested that the subject of transferring those settle. 
ments tn, tha Calanial_office might be again taken into consideration, 
representing that the revenues of Singapore and the other settlements kad 
40 far increased as to make it certain that no charge would fall on the 
Imperial Treasury. In consequence of this, commimications had been 
opened between the Indian and Colonial Departments, to see whether 
arrangements could be made for the transfer. He would remind the 
‘House that the arrangement made on the former occasion was entered into 

m the ground that his noble friend, the Secretary of State was un- 
willing to bind the House to a vote in aid of the revenues of Singapore. 

THE LITTLE BASSES ROCKS, CEYLON, 

On the motion that a sum not exceeding £28,914 be voted for erecting 
and maintaining lighthouses abroad, Mr. Cutters asked for some ex- 
planation of this vote. If satisfactory details were not given in relation 
to the item of £8,000 for the Little Basses Rocks Lightship, he should 
be compelled to take the course he had been about to press on a former 
occasion when the House was counted out—namely, of moving that the 
‘vote be reduced by that amount.—Mr. M. Giason said the sum of 
£8,000 was asked as a re-vote, and was intended to cover the cost of a 
lightship actually constructed, and on the point of being moored.—Mr. 
Curtpeas said the proposal to station lightships on the coast in question 
bad been deliberately rejected after an inquiry extending over several 
years. Permanent lights were required, and it had been proposed to erect 
two of them ata cost of £4,500. But, although £54,000 were spent on 
only one of those lighthouses no competent engineer was sent out to un- 
dertake its erection, the ship for which the vote was taken never went 
there ; in fact the whole thing had been completely messed. There was 
‘no urgent need for taking this vote at present, and the House might well 
pause till it had some definite information before it, He moved that the 
Yote ‘be reduced by £8,000.—Mr. Avcustus Smit supported the 
amendment. There was no reason why the payment of this £8,000 should 
be thrown upon the taxpayers of England. Madras was the port which 
‘would benefit most by the proposed expenditure, and only 314 English 
ships annually left that port, as compared with 3,915 belonging to the 
island of Ceylon. ‘There might have been some reason for showing con- 
sideration to the island of Ceylon at a time when its funds were not in a 
very flourishing state, but for the last five or six years it had enjoyed a 
considerable surplus revenue.—The amendment was negatived, 











CHINESE ART. 
(LonDoN REVIEW.) 

If there had not been some enthusiastic virtuosi among the Chinese, 
we should not have seen any of their interesting bronzes ; they must have 
perished in a climate certainly not so favourable for preserving them as 
that of Egypt. Confucius refers to the museums formed by persons of 
rank ; he mentions Lin-tze, a minister of state, and Tung Choo (a.p. 








200), who were collectors. In the time of Lord Macartney’s embassy, 
the Viceroy of Canton, Yuen Yuen, was a great collector. The practice: 
of burying vases with the dead led to many being dug up to be sold (0 
the museums ; so that, notwithstanding the edict of Tsin-Che Hwang-Te, 
the builder of the Great Wall, ordering all memorials of the past to be 
destroyed, and all books burnt, many have escaped. The oldest ornament 
seen upon these is the fret-work stamped in a band round the body of the 
three-legged vessels; and the shape of these rude vases, excepting the 
legs, is not unlike the earthen vases found in British tumuli, They were 
used only for religious purposes ; those of gold, and with three legs, 
being significant of the possessor‘s imperial rank; those of fine copper, 
with four legs, being for ministers of state; While to the literati were al- 
lotted iron vases. In the matter of prize cups, the Chincse are far before 
us; they gave them as rewards for agriculture in their earlies: times, and 
the cup was preserved as a family honour ; many of these bear the 

sheep,” “ox,” “hog,” besides the universal ornamental work in fretted 
lines, and strange pieces in relief, with something like a rude eye here 
and there, which was the Chinese artist’s way of representing the all-seeing 
eye of the Almighty One looking out of the clouds and thunder. Gene- 
rally, too, the dragon Lung, god of rain, is to be traced in the clouds; he 
is an important ornament rsonage on everything—he forms the im- 

rial heraldry, and makes the great figure in the carnival ia his honour, 
Enown as the Feast of Lanterns, 

Another ornamental form is the globe in relief, with the strange conven. 
tional clouds and thunder as supporters at the sides, perhaps with a few 
curved lines ending in an involuted spiral. An example of this kind was 
the vase 718, said to be about 1200 years nc. 727 and 728 were other 
examples; and 912, an incense burner, showed the circle enclosed in a 
raised diamond fret on a tooled ground—a very good piece of ornamental 
arrangement. The circle is the symbol of perfection, or the male sex; 
the square represents the female, and inferiority. Fub-he, the founder of 
the empire (3.c. $300), laid this down. The handles of these vases are 
generally formed of some animal's head and neck, often the lynx, a lizard, 
or the fabulous kylin—a sort of Cerberus, upon whom the Chinese delight 
to lavish all their powers of displaying the grotesque and the terrible com- 
bined. The wine vases are frequently of good form, not unlike the glass 
we know asa beaker. The oraament upon them is often arranged in @ 
leaf-shape, the point rising towards the brim, as in the beaker 903 in this 


ie. 
In enamel work the Chinese show precisely the same cleverness up to a 
certain point, without any development. It is evident that they were 
familiar with the art, and its application to metal work, but the enamelled 
cap-stand in this collection shows no advance upon the earliest specimens. 
They used the champlevé, the cloissonné, and the painted enamel, but the 
former processes they excelled in. The best examples have a decided 
Persian character, noticeable generally on the bowls, as in 337, which has 
a very elegant running pattern of flowers. No. 392 showed the Persian 
hhysiognomy, in the three female musicians playing musical instruments 
fia long shepherds’ pipes, very disinetly Another good example of 
early work was the oblong tray, 940. of these the design is too good 
for Chinese art; and, moreover, it resembles some modern Turkish enamel- 
lings that are very common. The colours are remarkable for purity of 
tint, as is generally the case. The probability is that the better specimens 
are due to Persian and othet teachings, and the coarser work of the screens 
and other objects belongs to the Chinese entirely, as the conventional 
design always shows. 

Ivis remarkable that in painting, as seen on china and other materials, 
the Chinese show the greatest facility and aptness in imitating natural 
forms and colours, of flowers especially ; and yet they exhibit so little 
pictorial faculty, Here, again, it would seem they are radically deficient 
in the true endowments of art. They have not the power to idealise and 
create anew work from the suggestions of nature; they could not conceive 
a Doriecolumn, nor carve an Apollo, nor paint a picture. Lumqua, one 
of their first modern painters of those strange fac-simile figures represent 
ing the sort of Rake’s Progress of the Opium-eater, said very naively : 
« What see can do, what no see no can do.” This they do also in the solid 
with equal perfection, as might be observed in the extraordinary toy-grouy 
1289, in Mr. Rus: collection. In this the artist was not satisfied wil 
imitating to the life a Tartar of rank on horseback going hawking with a 
stout countryman servant and the hawks, but he made the heads and the 
eyes move with the slightest tremour, This curious example was brought 
home by Lord Macartney. After all, perhaps, the best example of 
Chinese art-work—though, it is true, a gross, yet glorious caricature—is 
the familiar willow-pattern plate of our tables; this may really be studied 
as a perfect compendium of their art, 

‘The poverty of their designs is seen in the way they carry out the imi- 
tating principle into all objects of personal use. ‘The hardest stones they 
cut with infinite labour into the form of fruits, flowers, and animals, where 
other people far behind them in the actual technical means produce beau. 
tiful boxes in chased and engraved metal, with pictures in enamel, with 
jewels set in ornamental forms, and with endless fancy displayed in all kinds 
of work, 

Closely connected with this crude use of natural objects is that love of 
the grotesque and its brother feeling for the terrible which belong to all 
people in a primitive or savage state. We find it in the ancient Mexican 
works of Yucatan, in the American aborigines, in the Islanders of the Pa 
cific, in the Scandinavian and old Norsemen, in our own Norman carvings 
of monsters that grin at us in sacred places in such incongruous companion- 
ship with saints, martyrs, and heroes. Indeed, there are abundant examples 
of the same condition in the archaic works of the Greeks. It is as if 
Gibbon’s remark, “that the savage tribes of mankind as they approach 
nearer the condition of animals preserve a stronger resemblance to them- 
selves and to each other,” were confirmed by the similarity of the archaic 
ornament in widely-separated nations, ‘The peculiarity as to the Chinese is, 
that with great manipulative skill, extraordinary imitative faculty, and some 
chemical art, their art has never felt the influence of moral and intellectual 
calture, and therefore it remains barbar 
as workmanship. As M. Emile Montégut so well says :—“ Le génie de 
Vartiste n'est pas tout dans les aris, il lui faut une matigre sur laquelle il 
puisse s'exercer, et cette matitre sa volonté est impuissante a lui donner 5 
est Phumanité qui fournit 4 l'artiste cette mati¢re morale.”

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EXTRAORDINARY CRUELTY IN AN INDIAN 
REGIMENT, 

Public indi ion has been aroused by the announcement of the cir- 
cumstances relative to the death of Se it Major Lilley. The terrible 
‘episode of an individual act of tyranny is as follows:—On a slight regi- 
‘mental squabble as to whether Colonel Crawley had or bad uot been 
absent from, the monthly parades of his regiment, Sergeant Major Lilley 
proved an adverse witness as well as two others. Colonel Crawley sub- 
-sequently had these men arrested and confined daring the most suffocating 
.period of an Indian summer, in rooms like ovens. One prisoner became 
-@ maniac, and was released. To Sergeant Lilley, the confinement had 
‘special aggravations, His wife was sinking in mortal disease in the same 
‘room, and was just kept alive by wine and spirits prescribed by the 
hospital doctors. The sentinel paced up and down outside. But it 
seems that Colonel Crawley had heard that this wretched woman had at- 
tempted to communicate with another woman outside. The Colonel then 
ordered the sentry to pass from the outside to the inside of the cell. 
‘This close arrest continued until the court-martial was at an end, the con- 
finement having lasted from the 28th of April to the 25th of May, and on 
that day, in stench and in suffocating heat, and in mental agony, produced 
by oppression and calumny, Lilley died. | His wife died some days later, 
and the sutler’s bills for her wine being reported to Sir Hugh Rose, the 
‘Commander-in-Chief in India, in remarks which were ordered to be read 
at the bead of the dead man’s regiment, attributed his death to habitual 
intemperance. The Commander-in-Chief, however, has publicly acknow- 
ledged that poor Lilley's memory is clear from the stigma cast upon it ; 
and he has condemned all the officers concerned in this tragedy to a gentle 
censure, a general eulogy, and a complete impunity! But there still re- 
mains an unpunished crime of blood-guiltiness, and the men who have 
perpetrated this act must be put upon their justification before some unsus- 
pected tribunal, or law and justice are nought in India. 

















Loss or tHE “ Canapa ” Packet-Sutp.—The new iron ship Canada, 
Captain Wilson, has been lost while on a voyage from London to Mon- 
real, having been “ nipped” in one ofthe huge fields of ice which are to 
found in the Atlantic floating down from the northward in the early part of 
the spring of the year. The Canada left the Thames about the first 
week of last month, and on the night of the 26th ult. loose detached ice 
was fallen in with. The ship wore round to the S.E. in order to clear 
huge fields which came drifting up, and early on the following morning 
the ship was suddenly surrounded with ice. Another effort was made to 
wear ship, when the tiller broke on the rudder head into several pieces, and 
it was then discovered that the vessel was hard and fast in the ice, and 
striking heavily. Attempts were made to repair the rudder, and in the 
latter part of the day the ice somewhat cleared, when it was discovered 
that she was making water fast. Many of the bolts and rivets were gone, 
and beams and bulkheads were started by the ship being crushed in the ice.

Cargo was thrown overboard, the pumps were energetically applied, and | 


everything done with a view of keeping the ill-fated vessel afloat. It was 
evident, however, she was doomed, the water was fast rising in her, and a 
passing ship being sighted, a signal was fired, and the sail bore down 
towards them, She proved to be the ship Able Seaman, from London, 
which took on board all from the Canada, which was abandoned with 
eighteen feet of water in her hold. The Able Seaman cruised about the 
spot, and later in the day the Canada was observed to be hemmed in with 
icebergs and suddenly to disappear, The Canad: was nearly 1,000 tons 
burden, and was largely insured at Lloyd's. Another ship, called the 
Aronica, from Quebec for Liverpool, is reported to have been seen in a 
distressed condition in the ice, Her fate is not exactly known. 

Discovery of Oup Cots—In a very singular manner some old 
and valuable coins were found at Malton a few days since. A 
workman threw out of excavations in Castlegate the remains 
beast’s horn, out of which fell a mass of soil, from which 13 
old coins were picked up. The man, believing them worthless, 
sold them for 8d., but they have since fallen into the hands of an anti- 
quary, who found them to be one coin of King John and twelve silver 
coins—groats, half-groats, and pennies—of Edward I. and Edward III. 
It is believed the old horn contained more coins, which have not been 
found. On the other side of the way, and immediately opposite the place 
where the coins were found, several Knelyearred stones, evidently frag- 
ments of a highly-enriched building, have been found. It is. not_knowa 
that any important building ever stood in the locality, but a market cross, 
of which the base remains, formerly stood near. 

Tue Tunxs on THEIR Taavets. — With the view of giving an oppor- 
tunity to the Turks of visiting Europe and acquiring such knowledge and 
information as may be advantageously employed towards the progress of 
their own country, an excursion trip (train de plaisir) is being organised 
at Constantinople, and is receiving the support of the Government. The 
first expedition is to consist of 150 or 200 young Mussulmen, including 
itis the sons of some of the leading statesmen and pachas. M. 
Misierie is charged with the arrangements of the voyage, and a staff of 
interpreters and employes who have some knowledge of Europe is to be 
attached to the expedition, ‘The programme includes a visit to the French 
capital, via the Mediterranean and Marseilles; from thence to England, 
and back again, by way of Germany, Vienna, and the Danube, to Con. 
stantinople. The charge made, comprising travelling expenses, subsist 
ence, and sightseeing, is to be £70.

Continental Laurtellugence. 
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FRANCE. 

The result of the Paris elections isa brilliant victory for the 
Opposition, Of the 235,250 votes given in the mairies of 
Paris, the candidates put forward by the Government have ob- 
tained only 82,607. A result like this has not been seen since 
Paris has had representatives to vote for. It is such as na 
one, friendly or adverse, ventured to hope for or to fear ; and, 
what is more remarkable still, is the fact that most of the 
opposing candidates have been returned by overwhelming ma- 
jorities, Perhaps the greatest interest has been excited by the 
election of M, Theirs, who, in spite of the opposition of the 
Minister of the Interior, has been elected for the second dis- 
trict of Paris by a majority of 11,112 to 9,857 votes for the 
Government candidate. The Opposition has gaincd important 
successes in the provinces also. There are still rumours of 
changes in the Ministry, and among high functionaries. M. 
de Persigny, it is said, goes out ; and people speak of a mission 
to St. Petersburg to bring over th» Czar to ideas of conciliation 
towards Poland. Others think that if he quits the Ministry 
he will simply remain member of the Privy Council, but with 
an allowance of 100,000f. yearly. 

The Pays says that Prince Napoleon, after leaving Egypt, 
will proceed to Constantinople, with the intention of removing 
or lessening the difficulties attending the question of the Suez 
Canal. 

The trial of M. Montluc, late Mexican Consul at Paris, and 
four others, accused of having carried on a forcign correspondence 
for the purpose of exciting hatred and contempt against the 
Government of the Emperor, has ended in their acquittal. 

The race for the “Grand Prize,” came off at Paris on June 
1st. The event had been looked forward to with decp interest 
in the sporting world both in England and France, It resulted 
in the victory of an English horse, but a victory so gallantly 
contested that the French turf may even in its defeat pride 


| itself in having beaten on equal terms some of the best English 


horses of the year, and among them the favourite of the Epsom 
Derby. The occasion attracted an unusual concourse of sports- 
men. Ranger won; the French favourite, La Toucques, run- 
ning second, and Lord Clifden only fifth, The Emperor was 
present, and was warmly cheered by the English. 

The trade of Paris is at present in a very flourishing con- 
dition. The great number of new buildings constantly going 
forward gives occupation not only to the thousands of hands 
engaged in building, but likewise to the tradesmen employed to 
furnish them. The great manufacturing establishments in and 
near Paris were never more fully occupied than now. The 
Suez Canal Company have given large orders for a variety of 
machinery. Six new iron bridges have been lately ordered by 
Spanish companies, besides 400 tous of sheet-iron prepared 
for the construction of bridges bespoke some time since. Cop- 
persmiths are likewise actively engaged, and the operatives em- 
ployed in the preparation of lighthouses for the coast work two 
hours a-daymore than usual. Sugar refiners and manufacturers of 
chemical ingredients are doing a fair share of business. Notwith- 
standing thelarge quantity of porcelain imported into Francesince 
thecommercial treaty between Great Britain and France, the china 
and glass manufacturers in Paris are not complaining. Although 
this is the dead season for paper-stainers, those in the Faubourg 
have still occupation for all their hands for another month at 
least. Tho cabinetmakers in the same quarter are receiving 
fresh orders everyday. The fabrication of iron furniture, which 
was introduced into.France about twenty years ago, has become 
of great importance, and promises to take a high position in the 
export trade. The French mauufacturers excel in giving light- 
ness and delicacy to such articles.

HOLLAND, 
(FROM OTR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Amarerpam, June 6. 

Ten whole days consecutively have been passed by the 
Second Chamber of the States-General in long-winded debates 
‘on the definitive settlement of the ninth section of the 
Budget (the Colonial Department), without hitherto having 
Drought it to a close. After mecting at eleven o'clock a.u., and 
discussing the subject in all its bearings till late in the after- 
noon—when the exhausted stomach tells the members it is time 
to go to dinner, and the sitting is adjourned till the following 
morning—an uninterrupted succession of attack and defence 
hhas been carried on, and anyone would imagine the subject 
exhausted. It shows, however, the importance attached to it 
by tho Chamber, and many members usually no orators and 
chary of their words appear to havo bottled up their stock of 
speeches and uncorked them on this occasion, perhaps the only 
time during the session that they gave the rein to their tongues. 
Both parties desire the maintenance of the present system of 
culture in Java; the conservatives, however, wish to introduce 
some slight modifications, whilst the liberal party on the other 
hand are clamorous for more essential reforms. The most re- 
markable speech was that made by the opposition member, Mr. 
Gevers Deynoot, who has himself passed mauy years in the East, 
and gave a long and succinct account of the state of affairs, 
where, according to his account, there was ample room for im- 
provement. Among other things he complained bitterly of the 
neglected state of the three principal ports in Java—Batavia, 
Samarang, avd Sourabaya, On arriving at Batavia a stranger 
tmaust be unfavourably impressed with the state of the harbour, 
the river that runs through the town being useless from the 
accumulation of mud. The energetic Governor-General has 
appointed a commission to afford the necdful relief, and he 
hoped the Colonial Minister would firmly support him in the 
execution of this laudable purpose. He described the state of 
these ports as a living proof of the lamentable supineness of the 
Dutch Government. Samarang, he said, no longer deserves the 
name of a seaport, and about the other and lesser ports on the 
island, the less said of them the better. He then attacked the 
Government on the state of the lighthouses on the coast, of 
which, he said, there were only four in the whole Eastern Archi- 
pelago abounding everywhere, as it is known te do, in the 
greatest dangers and difficulties of navigation, rendering it quite 
&@ wonder that so comparatively few accidents occurred, as 
moreover the sea-charts are very imperfect and by no means to 
be relied on, Only last year a valuable naval officer, now on the 
Eastern station, proposed the erection of iron lighthouscs simi- 
lar to those placed by the English on the ouast of Cey- 
Jon, for which he’ was duly snubbed by the Government who 
decided that none but stone lighthouses should be built. It is 
true that a survey is being at length made of the Straits of 
Banka, but he wanted to know if the exertions of the Govern- 
ment were to be compared with what the British had done for 
the Straits of Malacca and Singxpore, and whether it was not 
by far a more honourable and useful occupation for the officers 
of the Dutch ships of war in the East to be employed in sur- 
veying the coasts and islands than lounging on shore in perfect 
idleness, which disgusted many efficient and scientific officers, 
and compelled them to throw up their commissions and retire 
from the service. He then complained of the communication 
‘both by land and by water, and was unable to say which was 
in the most forlorn condition. The water communication was 
in the bands of a company that exercised a frightful (schro- 
melyk) monopoly. The company of Mr. Cores de Vries re- 
ceived a subsidy of half-a-million of florins annually, and in 
the absence of all competition did just what they liked. What 
struck him as most unusual was that Government officials were 
made to pay more passage money than others ; and, in fact, 
it appeared to him not that the steamers were placed on the 
lines for the convenience of the public, but rather that the 
interests of the public were made subservient to the owners 
of the steamers, With reference to the oppressed state of the 
Javanese, he complained that the Government had done no- 
thing for their development and relief. Mr. Money had said, 
in his work on Java, that he never saw a more flourishing 
peasantry ; but he (Mr. Gevers) was uncertain which was most 
to be wondered at—the ignorance of the author or the unwar- 
rantable boldness of his assertion. He then drew a lively pic- 
ture of their depressed condition, which he described as pecu- 
liarly melancholy, asserting that the mother country looked on 
Java only as a source of revenue, but that nothing was done to 








a 
improve the island or instruct the inhabitants. One of the- 
greatest faults in our colonial system, he concluded, is the de- 
pendency of the Governor-General on the Minister for the 
Colonies, who, in the little Hague, at a distanco of ten or twelve. 
thousand miles, dictates every trifling order sent out for the 
Government of a colonial empire so vastly superior in ize and 
population, and second to none in the world with the exception 
of England. The whole system requires a complete and radical 
re-organisation, and I am glad to see, by the Ministerial 
“Memorial of Explanation,” that the Minister entertains the 
same opinions. 

On the other side it was Mr. Wintgens who pleaded most 
strenuously for the maintenance of the present system, defend- 
ing it from all attacks with an eloquence and energy worthy of 
a better cause. 

After the general debates were brought to a close, the dif. 
ferent clauses were gone through separately, and the whole Bill 
was finally passed by a Ministerial majority of 18, the numbers. 
being 43 ayes, against 25 noes,

dam. Ten brought cargoes for the company, and fifteen for the 
private trade. Twelve came from Batavia, two from Soura- 
‘aya, seven from Banjoewangie, one from Samarang, one from 
‘Tjilatjap, and two from Padang. Collectively they brought 
61,622 bags of coffee, and 43,364 kranjangs of sugar. 

The ship Capella, Capt. J. Kruisinga, arrived at this port 
from Banjoewangie, has brought over two young spotted leopards 
and a large python, presents from Mr. RB. Lawick, at Sourabaya, 
to the Zoological Society, natura artis magistra in this city. 

A handsome iron barque of 800 tons, for the East India 
trade, built at the yard of Mr. Fop Smit, at Kynderdyk, for 
Messrs. Louis Bienfait and Co., of this city, was successfully 
launched last week, and christened the Cornelia, 

H.N.M.'s first-class screw corvette Metalen Kruis, 16 guns, 
which has been lying dismantled at the dockyard wharf in this 
city all the winter, has been taken out to Nieuwe Deep by a 
party of seamen and riggers to be overhauled and fitted out for 
service in Netherlands India. 

At the last week's ordinary meeting of the Royal Academy of 
Sciences, Mr. Staring read a paper on the diluvial formations in 
Java, and Mr. Buys Ballot gave an account of an extraordinary 
ring round the sun, observed at Sourabaya on the 24th of 
January last. 

A large and highly interesting collection of Japanese objects 
of manufacturers and industry is now open to public inspection 
at “The Apollo,” on the Hoogesluis, in this city. The col- 
lection was made by the well-known ethnologist and naturalist, 
Colonel von Siebold, who lately yeturned to this country froma 
lengthened residence in Japan, whither he was sent on an im- 
portant mission by the Netherlands Trading Company. 

By the last Cape mail intelligence has been received that the 
wreck of the Dutch ship Willem de Zwyger, Capt. van den 
Dries, from Banjoewangie to Rotterdam, lost on the coast of 
South Africa, had been sold by public auction for £189. 12s., 
including the remains of the cargo. 

Mr. J. J. Schneither, officer of the first-class in the East 
India Civil Service, who is entrusted with the duty of re- 
organising the postal service in Java, has taken his passage to 
Netherlands India in the Rotterdam frigate-built ship India, 
Capt. C. Vonck, which vessel sailed for her destination on the 
31st of May (see list of “passengers outwards ”). 

A letter from Harderwyk states that Lieut. H. J. Benkman, 
of the E. I. Artillery, is under orders to embark at Rotterdam 
in the Zephyr, Capt. W. H. Schey, on the 8th inst, for Java. 

The numismatical cabinet of the University of Leyden has 
lately been enriched with several scarce and valuable coins, 
among which isa Batavian Rupec of 1783, 8 present from 
Mr. D. F. van Heyst, of Leyden. On the averse are the words 
Derhammin Kompani welandawi (money of the Dutch Com- 
pany), and on the obverse Ia djazirat Djawa al Kabir (for 
the Island of Great Java). This coin is now very scarce, but 
there is a description and drawing of it in the work published 
by E. Netscher and J. van der Chys, on the coins of Nether- 
lands India, Plate III., No. 206. 

The King has granted a pension of 3,000 fl. to Vice-Admiral 
Byl de Vroe, one of 1,800 fi. to Captains J. C. Baak, and H. 
F. Valentini, and one of 1,500 fi. to Captain Lieut. R. C. Sloos, 
all of the Dutch Royal navy. There has also been a promotion 
in that branch of the service. Capt. A.A. de Vries has ob- 
tained the rank of Rear-Admiral, three Captain-Lieutenants 
are made full Captains, four Lieutenants of the first class are 
Promoted to be Captain-Lieutenants, four sub-Lieutenants to be 
First Licutenants, and fifteen midshipmen to be sub-Lieute- 
nants. 

A petition has been presented to the Second Chamber by 
Mr. G.G. Bakker, of Amsterdam, respecting his claims to the 
estate of the late Mr. Alting, formerly Governor-General of 
Netherlands India. Several petitions have also been received 
from the Chambers of Commerce of many different towns in 
support of the Bill for the concession to Poolman and Consorts 
for the construction of railways in Java. 

Major-General J. H. Konig, formerly Colonel-Commandant of 
the Colonial Recruiting Depot at Harderwyk, has received from 
the King of Prussia the insignia of Knight Commander of the 
Royal Order of the Red Eagle. 

The Netherlands Trading Company advertises in the name 
ef the Colonial Department for tenders of 120,000 coffee bags 
in four lots, to be sent in by the 12th inst. at latest, when the 
contracts will be adjudicated to the lowest bidders.

THE NEWS FROM JAPAN. 

Tae storm which has so long threatened to burst over the 
heads of foreigners in Japan, is still looming in the distance. 
The news we have recently received from that country shows 
that there is at present a lull, but at the same time a feeling of 
intense expectation, if not anxiety as to the future. What re- 

ly will the Japanese Government make to the demands of Earl 

SUSSELL? What instructions have been given to Admiral 
Kurer? Is the indemnity for the murder of Mr. Bicaarpson 
to be paid under the alternative of war? These are the 

juestions which every one is asking just now, and to which no 
defnite answer can be given, £125,000 is a heavy tax upon 
the Japanese for the murder of a European—so heavy, indeed, 
that they may well hesitate to pay it, and being a brave and 
warlike people they may probably feel, as Prince Kaco felt at 
the first proposal to admit foreigners into the country, that it 
would be better to die fighting. 

It is evident that the probabilities are in favour of war, 
although it is possible that the Japanese Government would be 
willing to stave off that contingency until it is more fully pre- 
pared to cope with its unwelcome visitors. We hear of ships of 
war being purchased or built, and that the utmost efforts are 
making to secure a sufficient supply of ammunition, How 
vain all the efforts of the Japanese would be against 
the mighty power wielded by Great Britain, is self-evident 
to Englishmen. At the same time the cost in men and 
money of a war with Japan would be enormous, and 
far beyond any advantage which might ultimately accrue to 
trade. It is the interest of our merchants to keep on the best 
possible terms with the common people, and to avoid, as far as 
practicable, irritating the Daimios. Gladly would they eschew 
polities altogether, but the obstructions thrown in their way, as 
well as the insecurity of life and property, force them, in spite 
of their wishes, to look beyond the range to which they are 
Timited by commerce. But if there be a war, the responsibility 
of having originated it will not rest with the merchants; neither 
our present nor our prospective trade with Japan would sanction 
Tecourse to arms; if it can be justified at all, it must be, as we 
have olten said before, on political grounds alone. Certainly it 
would be ignominious to retire altogether from the country. 
But this is not all ; it would be in the highest degree perilous to 
our interests in the Far East, and for the sake of these interests, 
which are even now imperilled by the encroachments of Russia, 
the diplomacy—not always honest and above-board—of America, 
and the ambitious policy of France—we shall probably require, 
bth at the sword’s point, the full execution of our treaty 
Tights. 


SIR FREDERICK BRUCE AND THE SHANGHAI 
“CONCESSION.” 

Ir the recent action of Sir Freperick Bruce, which has 
carried such dismay into the councils of the ‘* Landrenters,” as 
they are called, of Shanghai, were productive of no less beneficial 
results than to check speculation in building sites at Shanghai, 
we should not have a word io say against his now celebrated 
despatch to Consul Mepuurst, of 8th September, 1862. 
Gambling in “ town-lots” is the curse of all newly-opened centres 
of commerce, and cannot be too suddenly or severely checked 
by thoze who may be fortunate enough to possess the requisite 
power. But the fact that many Chinese have been permitted

to rent godowns within the charmed limit has further imported 
into the question an element of international law which, of 
course, opens the gate for diplomacy to “take distinctions” 
which do not readily occur to plain men of business. Thus, in 
the case before us, our Envoy at Peking insists on the distinction, 
recognised by jurists, between a ‘ concession” and a “ceasion,”” 
His argument stated inversely amounts to this, that unless land 
be actually “ ceded,” that is to say, unless the power which so 
cedes declares that it absolutely surrenders all sovereignty over 
the domain in perpetuity, its jurisdiction over such of ite sub- 
jects as may for any reason, secret or avowed, settle within the 
limits specified in the agreement, remains intact, and in fact un- 
impeachable. But then he grants that the Chinese Government 
agreed “that British subjects should be allowed to acguire land for 
“their personal accommodation in order that they might have 
“ the advantage of living together.” Now, as so much depends 
upon words, we should much like some learned sinologue to 
explain to us what is the actual Chinese phrase used in the agree- 
ment, and that once ascertained, what is its precise equivalent 
in English. If Sir Frepertck Brucz means to say that all 
residents upon the British concession are simply ‘ squatters”— 
for that is what his decision really amounts to—he should have 
used the verb occupy. There are only three modes of acquisi- 
tion of land within the limits of an independent empire—by 
conquest, by purchase, or by actual cession, without any direct 
consideration specified. No State or sovereign can concede 
the right to acquire land; he or it can only concede the right 
to occupy or to settle. To concede the right to acquire land is 
but a diplomatic circumlocution for cession pur et simple, when 
the limits within which euch right of acquisition can alone 
accrue are clearly specified. It is here, therefore, that the first 
difficulty must be cleared up, and though so high an authority 
as Earl Russevu has endorsed Sir Freprrick’s dictum, we 
must have more light as to the precise wording of the agree- 
ment. At present Sir Frepegick maintains our theory, but 
demolishes it by using the words which justify another theory 
diametrically opposed to it. 

Whether the residents within the concession will feel very 
comfortable at being told that they are mere cumberers of the 
soil till some Chinese mandarin shall reclaim it, with all its im- 
proved capabilities, for his Imperial master remains to be seen. 
One thing is certain, that if the principle laid down by Sir 
Freperick Bruce is to be pushed to its legitimate conclusions, 
the most serious troubles are in store for that settlement. Not 
merely the dispossessed Chinese will be alienated on finding 
themselves still amenable to the exactions from which they sup- 
posed they had delivered themselves by paying a handsome sum 
of money for the privilege of sharing the protection of the Eng- 
lish quarter, but the rest of the inhabitents will not be slow to 
apply the moral of a house divided against itself. Anywhere 
in the East, it matters not the locality, once let it be understood 
that the foreigner subsists purely upon sufferance, and that his 
own authorities will not uphold him in the assertion of what, 
by a “ stretching of formularies,”’ as Carlyle calls it, they consider 
illusory rights, but which he honestly supposed he possessed, 
and our prestige and supremacy receive a severe shock, if indeed 
the isolated little community that is the victim of these verbal 
subtleties does not, by its seeming defencelessness, invite open 
attack. The French are wiser in their generation, They have 
occupied the ground far later than ourselves, but they are going 
in for a cession out and out. With them there is never any. 
hair-splitting about the difference between cession and conces- 
sion—between acquisition and occupation—between permanent 
ownership and squatterdom. We have no wish to argue that 
the fundamental principlesoflaw and justice are not to be observed 
with a semi-civilised kingdom. But we do say that those who 
in such a case as the present rely upon international law, would 
be puzzled to find any precedent by which to decide the quese 
tion here at issue. And the reason is obvious, This is the 
firat instance known of any such formal agreement being drawn 
up between two Sovereign Powers. What would be thought 
oF a proposition gravely made by our Foreign-office to the 
Cabinet of the Tuileries to have the English residents at Paris 
or Tours declared competent to ‘acquire land for the purpose 
“of being enabled to live together?” Yet that which would 
savour of downright idiocy in the case of two civilised 
monarchies, and not only never has occurred but never can 
occur under such conditions, we hope to find work smoothly 
when semi-berbarous craft and unblusbing mendacity, or open 
violence, if it could be ventured upon, are always ready to take 
advantage of out assumed weakness and internal dissensions! — 

It is singular how utterly unpractical the Anglo-Saxon mind is 
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with reference to the application of general principles. If there 
was one thing more certain than another it was that, in 1841, we 
had the opportunity of acquiring what land we required at the 
various treaty ports in the only mode possible in the East, dy 
right of conquest; and had we then asserted our undoubted 
right, and insisted on a complete cession of the necessary space, 
to be available for all purposes short of colonisation by emi- 

tion, and shown a dignified moderation in the extent of our 

mands, we should have acquired the respect of the Chinese, we 
should have avoided serious misunderstandings amongst our- 
selves, we should in all probability have had none of the recent 
war, and we should not have furnished ahandle for othernations to 
accuse usof the wretched hypocrisy of once more affecting toforego 
our rights out of consideration for a barbarous people. Foreigners 
reproach us with the sneer—only too well founded—that we 
obtain footing in new centres of commerce, professing the same 
dissimulating humility with which a Bishop elect, after ex- 
hausting all his energies in indirectly intriguing for his elevation, 
receives his appointment with an unction volo episcopart. Why 
should we refuse to recognise the workings of Gop’s Provi- 
dence, when all experience and all history combine to declare 
them? It is written in far more permanent record than the 
archives of the Peking Embassy, that European civilisation— 
English, French, or Russian, or perhaps all these—is destined 
to extinguish that of China. The current of history will not 
be stemmed, far less arrested, by wretched diplomatic quibbles 
about the difference between “concession” aud “ cession,” nor 
even by the distinction we have already set forth as to acquisition 
being something totally above and beyond mere right of occupa- 
tion. The immediate effect of Sir FreEper1cK Bruce’s despatch 
will be a very considerable dislocation of trade at Shanghai— 
or possibly serious mischief—no ordinary triumph for your 
thorough-bred acutus cantor formularum, as all diplomatists ne- 
cessarily are. Looming in the future, it requires no prophetic 
eye to see the gradual annexation of the Flowery kingdom, 
with many of the same phases as marked the absorption 
of the Great Mogul’s heritage in Her Maszsty's ludian 
Empire—the only strictly analogous case we remember of in 
history. A century since, France was intriguing against 
Englond at Calcutta and in Mysore—or, as now, mutato nomine, 
at Peking and Shanghai. And not even Sir Frepertck Bruce, 
bowever acute and well-meaning, will be able to prevent the 
parallel from being carried out toits utmost limits. 








NEW STEAMERS FOR CHINA. 


It has been announced in The Times, that Messrs. Denny 
and Co., of Dumbarton, on the Clyde, have entered into con- 
tracts for building a paddle-wheel steamer, of 1,400 tons and 
350-horse power, for Messrs. Gibb, Livingstone, and Co. The 
game firm have also contracted for a paddle steamer, of 2,000 
tons and 450-horse power, for Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and 
Co. We have not had an opportunity of gaining further 
particulars at present. 





Literature. 

A small volume, just published by Messrs, Aylott and Son, 
entitled “Who to Consult?” will be found very useful to 
invalids who may require medical advice.

It is true, indeed, that any good general practitioner and family 
doctor is able, if called upon, to recommend the most suitable 
Physician ; but for those who have no such doctor, and who 
prefer seeking at once the highest medical assistance, this 
brochure may prove of considerable service. 

1t is understood that among the names suggested by the 
Prince of Wales for the honorary degree of D.C.L. at the coming 
Commemoration was that of Professor Kingsley. This name 
has, however, been withdrawn, on account of the determined 
opposition offered in the Hebdomadal Board by Dr. Pusey, Dr. 
Mansel, and others. Their ground for opposition was, it is 
said, the herctical and immoral character of Mr, Kingsley’s 
works, more especially of “Hypatia.” A strange judgment 
traly ! for Mr. Kingsley’s aim in that work, even supposing him 
mistaken in the mode of its development, is assuredly noble 
and praiseworthy. 

Among the few interesting hooks recently published, we may 
mention Mrs, Fanny Kemble’s “Journal of a Residence on a 
Georgian Plantation in 1838-1839” (Longman and Co), a 
work of intense interest, and conveying @ profound moral at the 





present time, when it is the fashion in some circles to speak 
lightly of the evils of slavery. “Lispings from Low Latitudes ; 
or Extracts from the Journals of the Hon. Impulsis Gushington * 
(John Murray), a humorous and clever skit on tiv failings of a 
lady who has a ridiculous fancy for intellectual pursuits, is also 
a popular book of the day, and has been honoured by a review 
in The Times. A very admirable article iv the current num- 
ber of the New Monthly Magazine, calls atteution to a work 
brought out by the same publisher, entitled “ Tie Naturalist on 
the River Amazon,” by Henry W. Bates. Any one who reads the 
review is almost ccrtain to read the volume. AJacmillan has 
this month ,“ More about Neapolitan Prisons ;” an article by 
Mr. Hamerton, entitled) “ Furniture—an After-Dinner Conver- 
sation ;” one on “Animal Design and Landscape,” and 
several other papers of interest. But in our opinion the 
choicest morsel in the number is a poem by Dean Alford, the 
best short poem of his with which we are acquainted, entitled 
“Filiole Dulcissima.” To a pamphlet just published on “Tea 
Cultivation in India,” by Dr. Nassau Lee (Allen), we shall call 
our readers’ attention in the next number of this journal.

THE PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAM NAVIGA- 
TiON COMPANY. 


On the 2nd inst. the forty-fifth half-ycarly meeting of the 
above company was held at their offices in Leadenhall-street, Mr. 
Anderson in the chair; when the following report was read and 
agreed to :— 

“ The present report relates to the half year only and it may be men- 
tioned, for the information of any new shareholders, that ir conformity 
with the deed of settlement, accounts and financial statements are sub- 
mitted at the annual meetings of the company held in December. 

“Tue Company's FLeet.—The present stations, and particulars of 
the tonnage and horse-power of the vessels composing the company’s fleet, 
are showt'as usual in the tabular statement prefixed to the report. Since 
the last annual meeting, the Poonah and Carnatic have been completed, 
and have each made a voyage to Alexandria and back, with satisfactory 
results, ‘The Rangoon was launched on the 4th of April, and the building 
of the Golconda, Delhi, Baroda, and Syria is progrcssing rapidly. 
Paddle-wheel vessels being most suitable for the line between Marseilles 
and Alexandria, the directors have contracted for a new ship of this 
description to reinforce that service. The hull of the vessel, to measure 
about 2,000 tons register, is being constructed by the Thames Ironworks 
and Shipbuilding Company ; and the contract for the engines, of 450 
horse-power, has been taken by Messrs. Rennie and Co. The ship has 
been named the Rhoda. The small steamship Union has been sold on 
advantageous terms in China. 

Tue Loss or THE “ CoLomso.”—The directors regret that they have 
to report the loss of one of the company’s first-class steamers on the 
cutta and Suez line. The Colombo was wrecked on the Island of Minicoy, 
in the Arabian Sea, on the 19th of November last, while on her voyage 
from Point de Galle to Aden, with the passengers, mails, and cargo from 
India, China, and Australia. It is with a feeling of deep thankfulness the 
directors are enabled to state that all the passengers were landed in safety : 
although, owing to the nature of the coast, and the state of the weather, 
the ship was irretrievably injured, and filled very shortly after she struck. 
‘The cireumstances attending the wreck subsequently became the subject 
of an official inquiry, under the authority of the Board of Trade, which 
resulted in the acquittal of the commander and officers, as was fully ree 
ported in the newspapers at the time, The amount at which the Colombo 
will stand in the company's books at the end of the financial year, namely, 
about £65,000, will be debited to the“ Proprietors’ Underwriting Accouat.” 
The Mooltan bas taken the place of the ), on the Calcutta station, 
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‘and the following particulars may be interesting in connection with this 
subject. The intelligence of the loss of the Colombo was received in 
England on the 8th of December. ‘The Mooltan was immediately ordered 
out, and was despatched from Southampton on the 24th idem; she reached 
Calcutta on tho 4th of Marcb, namely, in seventy days, and brought to 
Suez the India, China, and Australian mails, which were delivered in 
London on the 16th of May. 

Tue Postax Service.— It was stated in the last annual report, that the 
directors had submitted a tender for a fortnightly line of steamers between 
Bombay and Aden, pursuant to advertisements from the secret to the 
Poat-office, but that at the date of that report no reply had been received. 
They have, howerer, since been informed by letter from the Postaaster- 
General, that the Government “ are not prepared to take any further steps 
‘at the present time in this matter.” The board have been recently re- 
quested by the Post-office to state the terms on which they would be 
willing to double the existing mail service between Sydney, Melbourne, 
and Point de Galle, under the general conditions of the current contract ; 
and they have accordingly made a proposal which they have reason to be- 
lieve is satisfactory to the Home Government, and will be equally s0 to 
the colonies concerned. As Australia contributes one-half of the subsidy, 
the tender has to be submitted to the approval of the colonial authorities 
before an arrangement can be conclud 

“Tue Transit THROUGH Ecypr.—Although the transit has not 
formed the subject of a paragraph in every report, the directors have never 
relaxed their endeavours to obtain the introduction of improvements in 
that most important part of the overland route. The announcement of 
the accession of his Highness Ismail Pacha to the Viceroyalty of Egypt 
having been almost immediately followed by the report that at the recep- 
tion of the consular body his Highness expressed his determination to 
devote all his energies to the prosperity of the country and to the develop- 
ment of its internal wealth, it appeared to the directors that a favourable 
opportunity was afforded for strengthening thore commercial relations 
which exist between the Government of Egypt and the company. They 
accordingly appointed a deputation from the board to proceed to Egypt, 
to pen am address of congratulation to his Highness on his accession, 
and to expresstheir hope that the improvement of the transit would be re- 

ded by him asa measure of importance. ‘The deputation was received 

yy the Viceroy with evers mark of friendly consideration, and a report of 

the ceremony, with the reply made by his Highness to the address, is ap- 
pended thereto. 

“The directors are happy to state that the commercial operations of 
the half-year have been satisfactory, and that the financial position of the 
company enables them to recommend that an additional payment of 14 
erent, be mate, with the usual half-yearly dividend of 34 per cent. 

‘hey think it probable that it will be more convenient to the proprietors 
to receive this payment at present than to have it postponed until the 
close of the year, when the dividend from the ordinary income is usually 
supplemented by any profit that may accrue on the proprietors’ under- 
qiiting account.

Parliamentary Untelliqgence. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
TURKEY AND HER DEPENDENCIES, 

(May 29th.) A debate on Turkey was opened by Mr. Grecory, who 
considered that it was time we should change our policy in that country, 
which was not only illogical and inconsistent, but at the present moment 
actually inexpedient :— 

“The fear of Russia had been the mainspring of our policy in the East. 
He was not disposed to say that the apprehension was exaggerated. He 
‘was not prepared to say that the old oggressive spirit of Russia had died 
out, or that its old diplomatic cunning had been forgotten. The intrigues 
of Russia in Greece, Circassia, and the Danubian Principalities showed 
that she was still intent on the policy of the past ; but Russia in 1863 was 


very different from Russia in 1853. The Crimean war had used up all 


the material elements of Russian strength. No one save a person whu was 
in the East at the time could form an idea of the profound impression 
which was created by the fall of Sebastopol. The day before the news 
arrived the general impression throughout the East was that the power of 
Russia was irresistible. The day afterwards the impression was as general 
that the prestige and reputation of Russia had crumbled into dust.” 

He urged the violation by the Porte of soleron stipulations entered into 
with its dependencies, and appealed to high authorities to show the incur- 
able vices of Turkish administration. He described the condition of the 
Christian population of the provinces subject to the Porte, extracting 
evidence of the oppression and exactions to which Christians were exposed 
from the statements and admissions, sometimes reluctant, in Consular 
reports, which represented the discontent and disloyalty of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina as owing to the gross miwonduct of the Turkish officials. 
There would be # ray of light if Englaad ceased to be the crutch of 
Turkey, and if she exerted her moral influence, and insisted upon the 
stipulations towards the dependencies of the Porte being carried out. 
Mr. Gregory then concluded bis speech by moving for papers— 
Mr. Laxaap admitted the importance of the subject discussed by Mr. 
Gregory— the problem how to deal with and decide the Eastern question 
—and began by observing that the account given by Mr. Gregory of the 
political history of Servia and of the obligations contracted by the Porte 
towards the Servians was inaccurate, and he entered with some minute- 
ness into the details of the political relations of the two parties, contending 
that the Porte bad becn the protector of the people of Servia against their 
own Government, having been brought on this very account to the verge 








of a war with Russia, With regard to the general condition of Turkey, 
he accused Mr. Gregory of deriving his facts from obsolete accounts of 
bygone times, and appealed, in his turn, to the Consular reports,—which, 
when favourable to the Turks, where unjustly stigmatised by Mr. Gregor 
as “cooked and garbled,”"—which represented the condition of the 
Christians in Turkey as greatly improved. He stated the large increase 
which had taken place in the trade of Turkey, the moderate taxation (less 
than 10s. a-head), the reduction of duties, and various improvements in 
the administration, remarking that the present Sultan was giving up a 
large sum monthly out of his civil list. He deprecated such speeches as. 
Mr. Gregory's as calculated to inflame and irritate the Mahomedan popa- 
lation, by inspiring them with a belicf that we meditated their extermina- 
tion.—Mr. Conpes, after observing that European Turkey contained a 
population of 15,000,000, of which number 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 were 
Mahomedans and the rest Christians, said that the question was, whether 
our foreign policy ought to be in the interest of a small minority of Mus- 
sulmans, or in the interest of the Christians, Yet, at the present time, the 
evidence of a Christian was not received in the courts of law against a 
Mahomedan. The consequence of the treatment of the Christians in 
Turkey was, that they were becoming more and more dissatisfied with this 
state of things; and ought we to be surprised that, as they saw no prospect 
of redress, they should be disposed to take the law into their own hands ? 
It was a fallacy to suppose that we had bound ourselves to more than to 
maintain the territorial integrity of Turkey, and we should apply the prin- 
ciple of non-intervention to the case of internal disturbances there. —The 
CHANcELLOR of the Excuequer, in reply to Mr. Gregory and Mr. 
Cobden, declared that it was the policy of Her Majesty's Government to 
uphold the civil and political privileges of the Christian subjects of the 
Ottoman Empire, believing that the true interests of that empire were best 
promoted by improving their condition. Deplorable pictures had been 
drawn of the state of Turkey, and he would be a bold man who should 
maintain that the dominion of the Turks had been productive of happiness 
to mankind; but what was the use of these bighly-coloured pictures, unless. 
to recommend a particular policy? We had got the fact of the existence 
of an Ottoman Power in Europe, and if we were not prepared to en- 
courage a general crusade against it we should not enter upon a policy 
that might prove the source of greater evila.—After some remarks by Mr. 
GairFiTH, the motion was withdrawn. 
THE OVERLAND ROUTE TO INDIA. 

(May 29h.) Mr. Torrens asked the Secretary of State for India whether 
Her Majesty's Government had taken into consideration the advantages 
that might result, politically and financially, from using the route through 
Egypt for our troops going to and returning from India; whether any 
correspondence on the subject had passed between the Secretary of State 
and any of the chief authorities at either of the Presidencies in India on 
the subject ; and, if s0, would there be any objection to lay the corre- 
spondence upon the table?—Sir C. Woon said the attention of the 
Government had been directed to the subject, and he had been in comt 
munication with the naval and military departments as to the best mode of 
carrying the measure into execution. Of course, there were several mate- 
rial considerations connected with the matter—financial considerations amd 
others relating to the health of the troops on their passage—which required 
to be studied. A committee of the House had investigated the subject 
some time back, and had reported against it ; but circumstances bad since 
considerably changed, and he was inclined to think favourably of the 
possibility of carrying the suggestion into execution, The attention of the 
Home Government had been called to the subject by the Government of 
Bombay ; but it would be of no use to lay the correspondence before the 
House, as in its present state it would only mislead. He bop , however, 
to be able soon to come to a definite conclusion. 

MILITARY OFFICERS IN CHINA. 

(29th.) Mr. Lippe. asked the Under-Secretary of State for War whether 
British officers temporarily employed in commanding or drilling Chinese 
militia are still borne on the strength of their respective regiments; whe- 
ther, while so employed, they received Her Majesty's half-pay; and 
whether their promotion went on in the crdinary course.—The Marquis 
of HaRTINGTON said that as these officers were merely lent for the purpose 
of drilling militia, and were available for any duty which they might be 
called on to perform, they were still borae on the strength of their regi- 
ments, For the same reason they still received regimental full pay, and 
not having been required to quit the British service their promotion still 
went on. At the same time, he might mention that these officers were not 
allowed to proceed with the militia they were training beyond the 80 miles, 
radius. 








CAPTAIN DEW AT SHAOQU-HING. 

(29th.) Colonel Syxes asked the Secretary to the Admiralty whether 
it was the intention of the Admiralty to submit the conduct of Capt. 
Roderick Dew, of Her Majesty’s ship Encounter, to the judgment of a 
court-martial for carrying on military operations in China beyond the 
thirty miles’ radius from a treaty port, at the siege of Shaou-hing, fifty miles 
from Ningpo, in which the life of Lieut. Tinling, of Her Majesty's ship 
Encounter, was sacrificed, in disobedience of the instructions conveyed im 
Earl Russell’s despatch to Mr. Bruce, dated the 26th of August, 1862— 
Lord C. Pacer said that the Admiralty bad received no official intelli. 
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gence with regard to the death of Lieut. Tinling, probably because the 
admiral was at Japan, the other side of the station, They had received, 
however, a private letter from Captain Dew, in which he stated that be and 
Lieut, Tinling bad accompanied the French officers to the siege of Shaou- 
hing as amateurs. Ofcourse the Admiralty could not say what they would 
do until they received official information on the subject. 


LIZUTENANT TLNLING, 

(Gune 4th.) Colonel Syxes asked the Secretary to the Admiralty whether, 
onsequent upon the communication made by him to the House on the Ist 
of June, respecting Captain Dew’s report of the death of Lieutenant 
‘Tinling, of Her Majesty's ship Encounter, under the walls of Shaou-hing, 

. it was the intention of the Admiralty to call upon the Admiral commanding 
in the China scas for a special report of the circumstances which led Cap- 
tain Dew and Lieutenant Tinling to be engaged in two unsuccessful as- 
saulis upon Shaou-hing ; and by whose authority they were engaged in 
the siege; whether Captain Dew was held responsible for the 8-inch 
howitzer, lent by General Stavely to aid in the siege of Shaou-hing, and 
generally to report what foundation there was for the statements in the 
Shanghai newspapers that the Paymaster o! the Encounter was dangerously 
injured by an explosion of gunpowder at Shaou-hing, and that after the 
repulse of the second assault at Shaou-hing, Captain Dew visited Shan- 
ghai to obtain supplies of siege ammunition, and by his agency induced 
& body of European adventurers of all nations to proceed to Shaou- 
hing as military volunteers. He observed that the statements em- 
braced in the question were not his own, but bad appeared in a 
‘Shanghai newspaper.—Lord C. Pacer could assure the hon. and gallant 
gentleman that he should be very happy to give him any information that 
lay in his power with regard to the matters in question. The Government 
expected to receive a full report from the Commander-in-Chief on the 
Chinese station—Admiral Kuper—in reference to the circumstances con- 
nected with the death of Lieutenant Tinling, who was a young and 
meritorious officer. He might add that the Admiralty had no knowledge 
of an 8-inch howitzer, or any other gun, having been lent to a Chinese 
force. He might, moreover, state that he had, with the view of giving the 
hon and gallant geutleman every information he could on the subject, 
applied to the War-office, and that he had been informed by them that 
they bad received no communication whatsoever, either official or private, 
to the effect that a gun bad been lent to a Chinese force. It was not, 
he might observe, the intention of the Admiralty to give any orders at 
Present on the subject. 

THE ATTACK ON TRINGANU. 

(5th.) Sir J. Hay said be should ask the House to consider the deplor- 
able case of the attack on Tringanu on this day three weeks, He trusted 
that long before that time the Secretary of State would be able to attend 
to his duties in Parliament. 


LIGHTHOUSE ON THE LITTLE BASSES ROCK, CEYLON, 

(8&h.) Mr. Cutipers called attention to an item of £8,000 for a 
floating light on the Little Basses Rocks, Ceylon. These rocks were in 
the direct line of the steamers between Point de Galle and Madras, and 
as early as 1826 it was represented to the Government that they ought to 
be lighted. In 1848 the Government mae up their minds to do some- 
thing, and wrote to Ceylon for advice how lighthouses could be erected. 
Six years afterwards, in 1854, they got reports showing that floating 
lights were impracticable, and strongly recommending the building light- 
houses on both the Basses Rocks, for the estimated sum of £4,500, In 1855 
Parliament voted £3,000; in 1856, £17,000, and £6,000 for a steamer to 
carry the materials; in 1857, £8,000; in 1858, £10,000; and in 1859, 
£10,000, making a total of £54,(:00, for which there was never any other 
estimate than the one of £4,500. The lighthouse was not put up, and 
he saw it on the wharf at Point de Galle. In 1860 they were told that 
they could not put up a lighthouse, and that they must have a floating 
Tight, which was in the first instance condemned. Accordingly, in 1861, 
the Houre voted £8,000, and in 1862 £2,000 more, for a floating light, 
The money was not expended, and now they were asked to vote 
£8,000. There ought to be some limit to the credulity of the House, 
and he should move to strike out the £8,000, leaving the Govern. 
ment to bring some evidence next year whether a fixed or a floating 
light was the best and what money would really be required. He begged 
to move the reduction of the vote by £8,000.—Mr. Avcvstus SmiTH 
thought Ceylon itself ought to pay for the lighthouse.—Mr. M. Gisson 
said it was quite true that a great many errors had in former years been 
committed with respect to the erection of lighthouses on the Bass Rock. 
‘The engineers were deceived as to what was to be done, and a great deal 
‘of money had been thrown away. It had been considered by the most 
competent judges that the best mode of lighting the rock would be by 
means of a floating lightship. Now, he did think it would be unreasonable 
to charge Ceylon for the lightship, inasmuch as she was constructed rather 
for the protection of the general trade of this country than because of any 
special interest Ceylon had in the matter. It was, he thought, a duty 
which England owed to the world and to her own commerce to place 
lights on those barren islands in her possession, where necessary, for the 
Purpose for preventing wrecks. Sir J. SugLLEY concurred with the 




















lighthouses where required in our own possessions for the pro- 
tection of ships aud trade. He must, however, say that he 
believed the numerous mistakes which bad occurred with 
reference to the erection of those buildings were to be attributed mainly 
to the fact that they were provided under the sanction of the Board of 
Trade, and not of a properly-constituted Board of Works.—Mr. Psen 
reminded the committee that the sum of £8,000 was voted last year for 
the construction of the lightship in question. She had not been finished 
at the close of the financial year, and the money was not available for her 
construction. The present, therefore, was Simply a re-vote.—Mr. 
Crixpzrs said the vote was taken not last year, but the year before. The 
discussion was not continued, as there were not forty members in the House. 





Legal. 


THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND CHINA V. RICH. 
This was an action against the defendant, late agent and manager of 


the company’s bank at Bombay, for negligence in the discharge of his 
duties as fuck manager, and for lending their money to persons who were 
unsubstantial, and ought not to have ‘trusted, in violation of his in- 
structions. The defendant now ap; for power to inspect letters, books 
of account, &c., on which the plaintiffs founded their claim, it being 
argued that this was in accordance with the practice of Chancery. These 
documents were not like deeds, munimeats of title or accounts, or the like, 
which showed the facts of thz case on one side or the other, or on both, 
but were merely communications between the company and their azents 
abroad with a view to obtain information in support of their own case. 
Such communications could not be disclosed to the advantage and assist- 
ance of the opposite party. No authority went to that length, and this 
Court was not prepared to establish such a precedent. The object of the 
new procedure, no doubt, was to give the courts of common law the powers 
of courts of equity as to discovery; but there was no case to show that 
even in equity there could be such discovery. 














Tue Forcgry ox THE Baxx or Hixpustax.—Herbert Dawson 
Slade, aged thirty-one, who had been convicted of forging and utter- 
ing three bills of exchange, each for 3,000 rupees, and one cheque for 
the payment of £30, with intent to defraud the Bank of Hindustan, China, 
and Japan, has been sentenced to six years’ penal servitude, 

Tae Suez Caxat—~Nubar Pacha, the new Eyyptian Minister of 
Foreign Adiuirs, is expected from Alexandria during the coming or following 
week, to settle once for all on behalf of the Viceroy the question of the 
Suez Canal. The answers of the Britishand French Governments to the 
despatch of A’ali Pacha on the subject are looked for about the same time. 
It is likely, therefore, that in thrce weeks or a month this long-vexed 
“ difficulty ” will have received its solut From the tone of the Porte's 
note, it is easy to forecast the probable nature of the settlement.

‘The Himalaya sailed on her return to the Cape on the 16th of April, 
arriving at Natal on the 23rd, where she disembarked the right wing of 
the regiment, and took on board the right wing of the 85th, leaving Natal 
‘on the 25th for East Londo, where she arrived on the 26th, exchanged 
the left wing of the 2nd ion Sth Regiment for the left wing of the 
85th, and proceeded on to Simon's Bay, where she arrived on the 29th of 
April.

having been made under sail alone. She anchored at St. Vincent on the 
‘Ath for coal, On the 26th she finally got under way for England, and 
the anchored at Spithead about 3.90 p.a. on Saturday, having gone over 
ince since leaving England in February lust of 18,000 miles, and this 
an average expenditure of under forty-eight tons of coals per diem 
when under steam.

‘The Himalaya weighed her anchor at Spithead, 
and sailed in accordance with these orders. 

Vice-Admiral Sir Michael Seymour, G.C.B., Port Admiral and Naval 
Commander-in-Chief at Portsmouth, entertained the heads of the military 
and naval departments of the port and garrison at a full dress dinner at the 
‘Admiralty-houre. in celebration of Her Majesty's birthday. 

‘The steam sloop Hydra, at Woolwich, about to take the place of the 
surveying ship Medina, Captain Spratt, C.B,, in the Mediterranean, has 
been undocked, and will be shortly out of the shipwrights’ hands, when 
she will be given over to the superintendence of Lieutenant Wilkinson, 
for the fitment of the new charthouse, and other peculiar arrangements 
necessary on board. 

The Royal Oak, 35, screx iron-cased ship, 4,056 tons, 800-hor-e power, 
Capt. Frederick A. Campbell, has arrived at Sheerness from Folly Point. 
In taking up her moorings in the harbour she ran foul of the mooring 
lighter, and carried away some of her head gear, but as soon as the 
damage had been remed:ed she was swung for the adjustinent of her com- 
passes. Vice-Admiral Sir W. J. Hope Johnstone, Commander in-Chief 
at Sheerness, prov ecded with his staff to inspect the vessel, and expressed 
himself much gratified with the admirable state of efficiency to which she 
had arrived, and with the zeal and activity displayed by her officers and 






























crew. 

‘The official Admiralty designs, prepared under the direction of Mr. 
Reed, for the re-construction of the wooden frigate Belvidera, 51, as an 
armour. plated frigate, have been received at Chatham Dockyard, and are 
now being copied to scale preparatory tothe vessel being taken down and 
re-constructed under No. 7 shed, where preparations are making for com- 
mencing the work as soon as a sufficient number of hands are released 
from the other vessels now in progress. ‘The statement that the Belvidera 
is to be converted into an armour-plated frigate, according to the plans of 
Laing, the master uilder at Chatham, is not strictly correct. 
‘Although he prepared designs for the new vessel, they were not acted 
upon by the Admiralty. The Belvidera, as well as the whole of the five 
armour-plated frigates ordered to be built in accordance with the recent 
decisicn of the House of Commons, are to be constructed from the designs 
prepared by Mr. Reed. 

it is stated that the Achilles will be ready to be floated out of the dock 
in which she is building during the month of September, or some three 
or four months earlier than was originally anticipated. One hundred and 
fifty of her armour-plates, or nearly one-half of the whole number, had 
been bolted to her sides. On the port and starboard quarters the plates 
are of a uniform thickness of 4}in., but in the less exposed portions 
plates varsing from 4in. to 3in. will be used. The whole of the slabs 
of iron hitherto used have been prepared at the Park-gate Ironworks, 
Yorkshire, and are of rolled iron, which, besides being easier to work, is 
believed to po-sess several important advantages over the plates formed 
under the hammering process. ach plate is 15ft. in length by about 
Sf. Sin. in width, but during the last few days several new kinds of plates 
have been received at the dockyard of a size much larger than any hitherto 
used at the establishment. These have all been subjected to the usual 
tests, which they have stood without showing any appreciable flaw. 

The hired iron steam transport Samson, Capt. Gilley, went down to 
Woolwich Arsenal under orders to ship 868 tons of war stores, consisting 
of guns, shot, shell, and light goods, for Cape Coast Castle, West Coast 
of Africa. War stores are also about to be shipped from Woolwich for 
Toronto, Halifax, Trincomalee, Simon's Town, Auckland, the Cape of 
Good Hope, Corfu, Gibraltar, Malta, Hong Kong, and other British 
colonies and possessions. 

The Resistance, 16, screw iron frigate, Capt. W. C. Chamberlain, 
in No. 10 dock at Portsmouth, was officially examined and reported 
Pe by the master shipwright and his staff relative to the condition 

her’ bottom plates, which when the ship was last in dock were 
coated on opposite sides with the composition of Mr. Hay, the che- 
mical assistant at Portsmouth dockyard, and that of Messrs. Pea- 
cock and Buchan, as applied to the bottoms of the steamships of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company.

‘A letter received by our Chatham correspondent (Times) from on 
board the iron-clad frigate Royal Oak, deseribes. the performance of that 
vessel in the run from Chatham to Spithead as being in the highest d 
satisfactory. After leaving the Nore all the fires were lighted and the 
vessel was put at full speed, when, notwithstanding a strong head wind 
(force 5 to 7) and a heavy rolling sea, the iron-clad attained a speed of 
eleven knots an hour, and that, too, against a strong breeze. The R 
Oak's steering qualities are described as excellent. Although the sea 
broke completel; her bows in the run down channel, she exbibited 
searcely any pitching or rolling. The ventilation of the ship gives the 
most complete satisfaction.

Biddings for £400,000 (instead of £600,000, as has been 
customary at this period cf the month) in bills on India took 
place at the Bank of England. The proportions allotted were 
—to Calcutta, £220,000.; to Bombay, £160,000; and to 
Madras, £20,000. The declared minimum price was, as 
before, 1s. 114d. per rupee on Calcutta, and 1s. 11?d. on 
Bombay and Madras, ‘The applications within the limits 
reached nearly £2,000,000, Tenders on Calcutta, at 1s. 114d. 
will receive about 29 per cent., on Bombay at 2s. about 34 per 
cent., on Madras at 1s, 11d. about 36 per cent., and all above 
these prices in full. 

The East Indian Railway Company have put forth a pro- 
spectus for the construction, without a Government guarantee, 
of an auxiliary loop line of 120 miles between their stations 
at Barakurand Luckieserai. The main object is to develop a 
coal district, whence it has become essential for the company to 
obtain supplies, and at the samo time to open an additional 
channel for the main traffic to the upper part of the Ganges, 
which will obviate tbe future necessity of doubling the existing 
line. As the proposed loop will run along the base of the angle 
formed by the present railway between Burdwan and Luckie- 
serai it will shorten by 60 miles the distance to Luckieserai and 
all stations beyond it. The capital of the Auxiliary Company 
will be £1,200,000, in shares of £20, and the undertaking will 
technically be entirely distinct from the East Indian Company, 
although it is contemplated that the capital should be sub- 
scribed rateably by the East Indian proprietors, and that the 
whole system should thus be worked for one body. A good 
revenue is expected to be obtained from the coal-fields, and 
certain concessions and subventions, which have hitherto been . 
accorded to cucourage companies willing to undertake railways 
in India without a guarantee, will bo applied for, and are ex- 
pected in regular course to be obtained. 

Mauritius Government 6 per cent Debentures for £400,000 
are about to be offered to public competition by Her Majesty’s 
Agents-general for Crown colonies. ‘his forms the second 
instaiment of the loan of £1,000,000, authorised by an ordin- 
ance of the 29th April, 1862, for the construction of railways 
in the colony, the first portion of which, amounting to £200,000, 
was placed on the London market on the Sth November last. 
The railways are said to be in favourable progress, and the 
contractors, Messrs. Brassey and Wythes, expect to have the 
first section ready for opening during the present summer. 

‘The owners of the steam line between this country and the 
Mexican port of Matamoras have discontinued the service pend- 
ing the decision of the British Government respecting the late 
seizures by the United States cruisers. In this way a large 
trade is left open to be ronopolised at New York and Boston, 
who are known to be active in its prosecution, and the com- ° 
mercial interests of the country are damaged at a time when it 
is more than ever important that every legal outlet should be 
made available in order to compensate for the circumstances 
by which the industry of Lancashire is affected. 

More than £300,000 having been subscribed to the Atlantic 
Telegraph Company for a new attempt to conncct the two 
hemispheres, letters of allotment were to-day issued by the 
directors. 

From Buenos Ayres it is stated that the inauguration of the 
works of the Rosario and Corboda Railway, which is to be con- 
structed by Mr. Wheelwright, took place ou the 20th of April, 
in the presence of President Mitre. The passenger trafficon | 
the portion of the Northern Railway already opened continued 
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to be very satisfactory. The questions in relation to the 
Southern line were still unsettled, but it was thought they 
would scon be adjusted in favour of the company. The election 
of Governor of the province of Buenos Ayres was fixed for the 
2nd of May, and Senor Saavedra, the present Governor, being 
popular, was thought likely to be re-elected if some doubts 
about tho legulity of a re-election could be overcome, 

At the meeting of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navi- 
gation Company the directors’ report (which will be found in 
another column), recommending the usual half-yearly dividend 
of 33 per cent., and an additional payment of 1} per cent., was 
adopted. r 

At a meeting of the Hong Kong and China Gas Company 
(Limited), held on the Ist of June, the report, already pub- 
lished, was adopted. 

The following satisfactory statement relative to the progress 
of the Turkish revenue is from the Levant Herald of the 20th 
inst. :—~ 

“ The budget still remains in the portfolio of the Minister of Finance ; 
qe are assured, however, that it will circumstantially show an effective 
revenue of £15,000,000, as against 10,000,000 for 1859. A week or ten 
days at most will probably enable us to test the worth of these figures. 
Inthe meaatime we are able to pire official news of the metropolitan cus- 
toms returns for the quarter ending March 13, For January the receipts 
wrere, exclusive of the spirit and tobacco duties, 4,295,758p., as against 
1,827,299p. for the corresponding month of the preceding year, or an in- 
crease of 227 per cent. For February they were 4,985,614p., against 
1,664,958p. for the same month of 1 or an improvement of 162 per 
cent. The reccipts of March were 4,975,477p., as compared with 
2,734,093p. for February, 1862, being an increase of about $1 per cent. 
‘These returns amply bear out all we ave said as to the snbstantial aug- 
mentation in this branch of the Malieh’s income, and go far to explain the 
improvement in the gross revenue of the year.”

MANCHESTER MARKETS. 

The Manchester yarn and cloth market has been dull and inactive 
throughout the week. ‘There has been rather more inquiry during the 
last few days, with a less depressed feeling, but it does not lead to much 
business. There have been three causes of dulness and depression, One 
is the uncertainty created by the latest intelligence from America as to 
the fate of Vicksburg; another isthe unfavourable advices from India and 
China, where the markets are represented by the last three mails as dull 
and declining; and the third is the large arrivals of cotton during the 
week, amounting to 80,769 bales, of which not less than 24,000 are 
American, Brazil, Egyptian, and West Indian—or @ description most 
needed by spinners. These arrivals bring up the stock to 371,000,

Bremerhaven, May 28.—The Johan Lange, Bremen ship, Lambe, 
from Batavia, which grounded on the bar at Brinkamas Hof, near this 
harbour on the 25th inst., got afloat and was towed in this harbour last 
evening. 

Capetown, April 11.—The Willem de Zwyger (barque), of Rotter- 
dam, V. Dries, from Pasaroeang to Amsterdam, was wrecked on Martha's 
Point, east of Stray’s Bay, on the morning on March 30.

The Whampoa, Metz, from Tijilatjap to Rotterdam, which arrived at 
Helvoet 29th May, had been on shore on the South Pampus, but floated 
off again. 

The Euterpe, Kuipers, which arrived off the Start June 1, from Sourae 
baya to Rotterdam, is reported as rather leaky. 

The Polmaise, Gladstone, which arrived at London June 2, from Foo- 
chow-Foo, reports-that on the 19th of May, in lat. 45 N., long. 20 W., 
the experienced a gale from N.E, veering to E., mbich lasted with great 
violence for three days. 

The Jan de Witt, Dutch ship, Juyt, which sailed from Batavia on the 
12th Oct. last for Holland, and was spoken on the 2nd Nov. inlat, 26 S., 
long. 59 E., has not since been heard of.
